Paris 
Yank assault forces were reported in front dispate he-, toduj 
to have seized ill of the Saar basin city of Saaiiau lern in the mountin 
Third Army offensive threatening the capital city of Saarbruckeii which 
already is under shellfire by advanced tones within six and one-halt 
miles of the city. 
Saarlautern was reported entirely in American hands, with tin ex 
ct pfion of minor enemy pockets which still had to be mopped up. 
Troops commanded by Lieut. Gen. George s. Carton were haitllji.i 
one and a half miles northeast ot Saarlautern from bridgehead position 
established on tin* east bank of the Saar, and forward elements tackled 
the outer defenses 01 the strongly-held Siegfried Fine 
The 9.r>th Infantry Division which achieved the crossing of th< Saar 
deepened its bridgehead against principal left-over German resistance 
of mortar and small arms lire. Meanwhile Gen Patton hammered m .per
